Miramonte got up and declar¬ 
ed: 

"My impression from what 
has been said is that rather 
than a last resort, this (dump) 
is the first resort." 

Last week the Council or¬ 
dered the city attorney to ob¬ 
tain from the Regional Water 
Control Board a permit or cer¬ 
tificate to operate the cut and 
cover dump. 

The Council also called for a 
study of the Rawn Sanitation 
District rubbish disposal report 
to see if something could be 
worked out in conjunction with 
other cities under the plan. In 
the meantime city crews are 
picking up combustible rub¬ 
bish and hauling it to Monter¬ 
ey Park, a 28-mile round trip 
haul. 

Twice during last Tuesday's 
meeting Mayor Kinney declar¬ 
ed, "I wish to compliment the 
City Council on the very splen¬ 
did action we took." 

As for justification for the 
dump as proposed in one of 
the city's better residential and 
most beautiful areas, the may¬ 
or told the people:

Don’t Load Down Mailmen, 
Besieged Post Office Asks 

The Sierra Madre Post Office will remain open all day Satur¬ 
day, Dec. 16, Postmaster Eddie Robertson announced yesterday. 


Take it easy on the poor mail carrier, was the plea made this 
week by Postmaster Eddie D. Robertson as the Christmas mail¬ 
ing season reached its peak. 

“Please do not load down the mail carrier with letters and 
cards you are mailing, unless it is an extreme emergency,” Mr. 
Robertson asked. He defined the case of a lame or sick person, 
unable to get to the collection boxes, as meeting the conditions 
of “an extreme emergency.” 

Mr. Robertson pointed out that “very few” people are taking 
time to tie their letters in bundles—that is, group Sierra Ma¬ 
dre mail in one bundle, then letters for the different states in 
separate bundles. 

As another “speed-up hint,” the postmaster urged residents to 
make certain their house numbers are visible from the street 
and, that where there is more than one mail box at an address, 
see that their numbers are painted or drawn on the boxes. 

Mr. Robertson recommended that Christmas cards be sent with 
3 cent stamps so that they can be forwarded if there is a change 
of address—or returned if they cannot be delivered. Sent as first 
class mail, the cards also can contain personal messages, he 
pointed out.

New federal credit restrict¬ 
ions plus the press of pre¬ 
holiday activities combined to 
put the skids on building in 
Sierra Madre last month, In¬ 
spector William Lees announ¬ 
ced this week. 

Mr. Lees said residents cut 
their building operations down 
to less than half what they 
were in October. Building per¬ 
mits totaling only $51,400 were

The very hot dry weather of 
a few weeks ago should be 
convincing that a little rain 
does not eliminate fire hazard.

Combined 
with the dry weather is the 
wind. We are now liable to 
have strong gales at any time. 

It is not safe to light an 
outdoor fire without first decid¬ 
ing that it shall not be a big 
one nor one that cannot be ex¬ 
tinguished with little effort. 
Unfortuately, we have had resi¬ 
dents misunderstand this situa¬ 
tion. A fire permit does NOT 
relieve anyone of entire respon¬ 
sibility. 

It MUST be understood that 
our City Ordinance plainly 
states that no fire shall be 
started during a wind and that 
a fire during a wind is forbid 
den. Your fire fighters are more 
than willing to help anyway 
possible to eliminate fire haz¬ 
ards, even though a burning 
permit is necessary. 

Please do not take for grant¬ 
ed that this permit absolves 
you of all blame if conditions 
are not proper. At times, when 
a permit is granted, conditions 
may be ideal, but within a few 
hours they may change for the 
worse. Your judgment is con¬ 
sidered when a permit is is¬ 
sued. 

The garage so graciously ten¬ 
dered us by the good Mr. and 
Mrs. Prosser of Alta Vista is 
now ready for the placement of 
the fire truck—an ideal loca¬ 
tion for the immediate appli¬ 
cation of fire fighting equip¬ 
ment to the region and a much- 
needed protection for this area. 

In order to make this added 
protection valuable, it will be 
necessary to add fire fighters 
who live in the vicinity to the 
roll. Those chosen will be men 
who live close to the station 
and who are available both day 
and night. Interested men are 
asked to get in touch with 
Chief Heasley. 

If the idea of starting fires 
as a prank has been discourag¬ 
ed, it is a valuable step to¬ 
ward better civilization. Fire 
is an awful thing! We must 
keep the FIRES OUT.

tion, hiring and firing of per¬ 
sonnel (with the exception of 
the police and fire fhief), gen¬ 
eral coordination of city activ¬ 
ities, preparation of reports for 
the Council and public rela¬ 
tions. His job would not “su¬ 
percede City authority.” 

He would hold office “at the 
pleasure of the City Council.” 

Black pointed out that “there 
has been a definite need” for 
such an officer in city gov¬ 
ernment.

He presented petitions bear¬ 
ing 90 signatures protesting the 
dump proposal. He said that 
nine out of ten persons asked 
to sign had readily signed. The 
Council also received about 10 
letters in protest. 

"You wouldn't want it near 
your home," he said. 

Mayor Kinney said the Coun¬ 
cil wouldn't do anything that 
wasn't "safe and sanitary." 

The Mayor had opened the 
meeting by reading a tele¬ 
gram from Paul H. Carter, 
whose property adjoins the 
canyon. Mr. Carter was against 
the proposal. 

Mayor Kinney then read the 
reply he had sent to Mr. Cart¬ 
er, and he said that it could 
also be a reply to other citi¬ 
zens of the city. 

This reply was non-commit- 
al. He said that the "cut and 
cover operation is only in the 
exploratory state . . . We do 
not intend to work a hardship 
on anyone." He said that Mr. 
Carter would be kept informe i 
of developments. 

The mayor told the audience, 
“It is deplorable that moun¬ 
tains have to be defaced. But 
we must recognize that there 
are canyons and they are go¬ 
ing to be filled and houses 
built.” 

Darrell Flanery of Canyon 
Crest road, a staff member of 
the County Regional Planning 
Commission, took issue with 
the mayor’s reliance on the 
practicality of cut and cover 
dumps for building sites. 

He said that a County Plan¬ 
ning Commission survey in 
1947 showed that cut and cover 
dumps “are rat infested, sub¬ 
ject to incidental fires and 
continuously have the hazard 
of paper blowing around." 

In the addition, he said that 
the county’s Building and Safe¬ 
ty Department declares that 
cut and cover dumps are “not 
safe for building sites for from 
25 to 30 years.” This is due to 
continual settling of rubbish 
filled land. 

Those attending the meeting 
emphatically brought out the 
great fire danger presented by 
a dump in the foothills. The 
flood danger posed by the 
dump also was mentioned. 

Councilman Alexander Black 
said that the "City Council 
was interested in any reaction 
to any proposal." 

Reaction was what the Coun¬ 
cil got, and it was all against 
this one proposal. 

Mrs. Carter said, “Mr. Shatto 
gave the improssion that it was 
going to be done (establish¬ 
ment of the dump).” 

Later Mayor Kinney equivo¬ 
cated: “We have no plan to 
use the canyon at the moment, 
but we don’t know what the 
future will bring.” 

Councilman N o r e n Eaton 
gave the assurance, however, 
that there would be "no sneak¬ 
er" pulled on the people. 

Councilman Herman Barter 
openly admitted the reason for 
the council's problem — which

“This isn’t a question of a 
private owner filling his own 
lot—it’s a question of the city 
using this for a city dump to 
the detriment of other proper¬ 
ty owners.”

“We were caught short," Mr. 
Barter said. 

Mr. Macauley pointed out, 
“The attitude of the Council 
has been to discourage anyone 
in the rubbish collection busi¬ 
ness from making a bid.” 

This was borne out by Theo¬ 
dore Vautherine, a dump op¬ 
erator who holds the rubbish 
collection contract for San Mar¬ 
ino. His attorney warned the 
Council that if it went into the 
cut and cover dump business 
its first expenditures would be 
up to $22,000 for a Caterpill¬ 
ar—“that needs frequent over¬ 
hauls at $4000 an overhaul.” 

Last week it was pointed out 
that the Council received only 
one bid for combustible rub¬ 
bish pickup. The bid opening 
date was set for TWO DAYS 
before the contract expired 
December 1. 

Mr. Vautherine said that he 
had received no proposal for 
the bid, no invitation to bid 
and no information about the 
job. He pointed out that it is 
customary for cities, seeking 
competitive bids, to send out 
notices to those in the busi¬ 
ness. 

This the Council did not or¬ 
der the city engineer to do. 
Mr. Vautherine and other rub¬ 
bish collectors who could have 
been interested in the job told 
the NEWS that they did not 
even know there was a con¬ 
tract coming up or that bids 
had been sought. That is one 
reason the Council was "caught 
short.” 

(Such contracts as these are 
usually advertised at least 30 
days in advance of the expira¬ 
tion date to allow for contin¬ 
gencies—such as only one un¬ 
satisfactory bid that the Coun¬ 
cil had on its hands two weeks 
ago.) 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
made a point of the fact that 
the Council had also ordered 
a study of possibilities of a 
rubbish disposal answer in the 
Sanitation District "Rawn” re¬ 
port. 

The State Legislature rec¬ 
ently passed enabling legisla¬ 
tion which allows Sanitation 
Districts, such as those in Los 
Angeles County, to form rub¬ 
bish and garbage disposal dis¬ 
tricts. 

The Rawn report says that in 
some areas the plan could be 
put into effect within 15 
months once "details" ore 
worked out. The report itself, 
however, is a projected plan to 
be completed, if accepted by 
the voters, in 50 years—the 
year 2000. 

It is admitted that this holds 
a solution for Sierra Madre and 
other cities of the valley. 

But it is not an answer to 
Sierra Madre’s immediate 
problem. And experts believe 
that it will take three years 
at the earliest before a com¬ 
prehensive plan can be put 
into effect in any area of the 
county for general rubbish col¬ 
lection and disposal. 

Mr. Korsmeier did not point 
out to the Council or those at¬ 
tending the meeting that at 
present the big stumbling 
block is time.
